HOW MAY OUR MARKETS BE EX- 
TENDED? 


Read at the N. Y. State Dairymen’s 
Convention, Watertown, Dec. 16, by 
Mrs. Edward H. Marshall, Starland 
Farms, Ithaca, N. Y. 


Under market extension four sub- 
divisions are considered, individual ef.- 
ficiency, faulty insulation, team work 
and drain plugs. 

Today, I purpose to give sobbing and 
scrubbing a holiday and dig for pay 
gravel on the coin and comfort level. 

Milk is our first food at birth and 
our last soothing at the outer door ot 
mortality. If agriculture is the great 
art, milk is the great sustenance. 

[f wheat bread and high civilization 
go together, so milk and high physical 
vigor are inevitably corelated. James 
J. Hill says ‘‘For the sake of our Na 
tional future the coming millions must 
be furnished with a piece of tillable 
land as a defense against misfortune.’’ 
We now have tillable land but it is 
abandoned for the want of physical 
vigor to profit by it. We are taught 
crop rotation, stock breeding and seed 
selection but who tells what sort of 
‘“ornb’’ will build sound and energetic 
men? Hill is a builder of empire—The 
Dairvman’s great opportunity is the 
building of men. The lazy germ has 
been discovered; it is up to us to find 
the hustle grub in milk. It would be 
worthy a hero medal if a courage bug 
eould be discerned in our present mar- 
ket product. 

I recall attending church where the 
pastor was forever exhorting his people 
to ‘fwalk in the straight and narrow 
way, walk in the straight and nar- 
row way.’’ One day, on leaving the 
ehureh, IT said, ‘‘Rev. Swan, if you 
will sav whether the ‘straight and 
narrow way’ is up Main street, or 
down Jackson street, IT will gladly walk 
i it”? 

My opportunity tonie has directions 
on the label—the one can hardly pre 
scribe another’s opportunity—some 
men think it is ‘‘two cents on a forty 
quart ecan.’’ 

Indvidual Efficiency. 

Literally, efficiency is ‘‘to produce 
effect, force, energy.’’ An individual 
producing an effect. 

Do your symptoms indicate that? or 


are you simply producing milk and let- 
ting Providence and the Borden’s pro- 
duce and gobble the effect. 

I have little faith in combination as 
a first aid to price, it is a chain with 
a chronie broken link. Individual effi- 
ciency is the all important price maker. 
Produce the quality and you command 
the price. Laws and combinations rele- 
gate the individual to a mediocre plane, 


‘and handicap him with suspicion. Con- 


fidence and the goods command any 
market against any odds, to forget this 
is to blunder in estimate of scupe and 


trade intelligence. 


Here are a few simple rules, which 
extended our market to twice what we 
can produce, at three cents above the 
regular market. 

Clean up your barn and keep it clean. 

Listen to the big dairy teacher. 

Keep your score high. It is a letter 
of eredit. 

Take the Dairy papers and read 
them. I don’t care if your ‘‘think ma- 
chine’’ is a Soloman, you need the 
Dairy Editor to crank it up. 

Put your reputation behind your 
product and let the consumer know it. 
Simple rules, but follow them, thev pay 
for farms. 

In every city and town of 2,000 in 
habitants or over, in the State, there i- 
an active demand for a fancy brand of 
pure milk, for infant food, at twelve 
to fifteen cents per quart. I don’t 
think it, I know it. It is solely a ques 
tion of production. The market is here, 
and the individual is in this hall— 
asleep. This is no mirage. Wake up! 
and produce effect on this enormous, 
neglected profit, in every cradle, in 
every home, jn every mile of New York 
State. 

Faulty insulation—trade lines inter 
sected by eross wires. Admitting that 
milk should be the principal diet of 
every child up to five years, let us 
now see how the market swings, wafle 
the average dairyman is swiping the 
bats from his ‘‘26 eent’’ helfry 
‘*zone.’’ Here are a few records taken 
from our list of about sixty infants. 
What happens in our city, in all prob- 
ability, happens in yours. 

Case 1. Child very ill, under physi- 
cian, been fed prepared foods of every 
kind, father a college professor. Grand

If the physician is a 
necessity, see to it that he isn’t trav- 
eling on one rail. And beyond all, con- 
vinee the mother that clean, pure mirk 
is a vital necessity to her child. That 
a nervous condition in the mother is 
sinful, and a menace to the infant, 
which food cannot correct. Bacteria 
should not bear the blame. afental 
process in parent is reflected in off- 
spring. Thought enemies are more 
dangerous than fermented bottles. Med- 
icine madness is absolutely needless. 
Childhood is the creative and cumu- 
lative period, not a disease incubator 

The food problem has no more 1m- 
portant issue, today, than the proper 
nourishment of the new born. If the 


decrensel prolictivi y of the land is 
‘ue to poor cultivation, the decreased 
efficiency of the human machine is due 
to poor nourishment. Bread and milk 
are the real constitution builders. 
There isn’t the shadow of excuse for 
feeding malt sprouts to babies. Let 
us have a food reclaimation. Take the 
proposition directly to the mother. 
Appeal to the great, invincible, ma- 
ternal instinet of womanhood. Get the 
mothers with you and sel! milk in the 
big, joyous, up state ozone and the 
dinky zones will not seem so large. 
Indeed, it is an immediate question 
of annex or annihilation. We read in 
report of International Medical Con- 
gress, how Prof. Escherich described a 
‘‘highly interesting process uf extract- 
ing human milk, by means of a suction 
pump, into sterilized bottle. In this 
way, woman’s sterilized bottles. In 
this way, woman’s sterilized milk might 


be kept i nstock by druggists. Expe- 


riments had proved this milk valuable 
for nutrition adn intestinal disorders 
in children.

Few people of this 
Rocquefort country know. that 
eese. Rocquefort cheese is 
made from sheep’s 


milk, and so we condense a few facts 
regarding the industry from the report 
of Consul William H. Hunt of St. 
Etienne, France: The center of the in. 
dustry is the small village of Rocque 
fort and we are told that about 92,459 
gallons of sheep’s milk is used annually 
which is supplied by 360 dairies, con- 
sisting of 600,000 sheep that feed upon 
the green hills of the Aveyron and ad- 
joining departments. About 3.797 tons 
(metric ton—2,204.6 pounds) are made 
annually, the United States being the 
larger purchaser. 

The manufacture is quite complicated, 
from start to finish, 50 to 60 days being 
necessary to turn out a_ satisfactory 
product. The cheese is cured in ratural 
or artificial caves cut in the sides of the 
mountains to which the village clings. 
The caves are cold and damp but venti- 
lated by air which penetrates through 
the fissures of the stratified rock. The 
bluish green streaks common to the 
cheese are produced by sprinkling he- 
tween the layers of curd, layers of spe- 
cially prepared powder of moulded 
bread. It is stated that this bread is 
moistened and left in the caves to 
mould for about two months when it is 
dried, ground and bolted and ready for 
use. This helps to give the Rocquefort 
its peculiar aroma. 

It should be added that imitations of 
Rocquefort cheese are made out of 
cow’s milk, but considered much in- 
ferior in quality.

ought to accomplish a world of good. 
Have expectations been realized? It is 
apparent to most observers and many 
members that in efficiency it falls far 
short of that shown by the union and 
brotherhood organizations of the vari- 
ous trndes. In fact, jit has little to show 
as a reason for being. 

The fact of the grange being or- 
ganized on a theological basis may not 
wholly account for its inefficiency but 
certainly adds nothing in the direction 
of promoting agriculture. Why should 
the ritual of an agricultural organiza- 
tion be made so sanctimoniously solemn 
that the novitiate may easily imagine 
that he is joining some religious order? 
Why should each memher on entering 
a grange be required to affirm his faith 
in ‘*God?’’ It is not a question wheth- 
er this ‘‘God’’ idea is a fact or a fic- 
tion; the question is regarding the pro- 
priety of requiring such an affirmation 
—making it a necessary condition of ad- 
mission. Understand, the real fact of 
belief js not important. A man’s nega- 
tive belief may be well known, but if 
he affirm he is welcome, i. e., as an 
honest man he is not acceptible, as a 
hypocrite and liar, he is. This is en- 
tirely aside from his general character, 
his standing in the community, his in- 
terest in agriculture and his ability as 
a farmer. This seems the height of ab- 
surdity to the writer. The grange might 
with far greater consistency require of 
its members a formal declaration of 
faith in the ‘‘protective tariff,’’ be- 
cause, the tariff as a ‘‘real presence’’ 
may be demonstrated. 

Such a narrow, morobund and hide- 
bound condition does rot seem to be an 
earnest of great efficiency along agri- 
cultural lines. This attitude might 
have reasonably been expected back in 
the fourteenth century, but now one is 
supposed to exercise some freedom of 
thought even theological ques- 
tions.

This herd of 154 animals, of which 
one-third were fui aged cows, produced 
in seven consecutive days 61,904 lbs. of 
milk containing 2,099.376 Ibs. of butter 
tat; thus showing an average of 3.39 
per cent. fat. Each animal produced 
an average of 402 Ibs. of milk contain- 
ing 13.632 Ibs. of butter-fat! equivalent 
to 57.4 Ibs. or 27 1-3 quarts of milk per 
day, and 15.9 lbs. of the best cemmer- 
cial butter per week. These large av- 
erages for lists containing comparative- 
ly few records 0. note are explainable 
from the fact that the proportion of full 
aged cows is larger than usual; yet even 
giving this point 1ull consideration, the 
averages are large.

Friesiang produce milk in large quan- 
tity; yet when a milk producer, who has 
grown tired of a losing business with 
light yield cows, speaks of his intention 
to give s.olstein-Friesian blood a trial, 
he is often told by those who know 
nothtng about it that while the breed 
does give a large flow of milk, the milk 
is below standard in quality. It lately 
became necessary for the Advanced 
Registry office to make some computa 
tions in tthis line; so tet us take the ng- 
ures from strictly conducted official 
tests and carefully examine this charge: 

Above forty-four quarts of milk per 
day, in weight 93 lbs., might well be 
considered as an amount so great that 
no cow could produce it; yet under the 
strictest of ofheial tests. Thirty-two 
HLolstein-Friesian cows have produced 
in exeess of 651 Ibs. of milk is seven 
days. ‘This herd of thirty-two cows, 
of which some were not of full age, pro- 
duced within a period of seven days 21,- 
759.7 lbs. of milk containing 719.72 Ibs. 
of butter-fat; thus showing an average 
of 3.31 per cent. fat. The average for 
each cow was 680 ‘Ibs. of milk, econ- 
taining 22.49 lbs. of butter-fat; equiva- 
lent to 97.1 lbs., or 47 1-4 quar s of milk 
per day, and 26 1-4 Ibs. of the best eom- 
mercial butter per week. These ani 
mals are the heaviest milkers of the 
breed, one of them producing 119 lbs. 
of milk in one day; yet the average 
per cent. of fat for the mixed milk of 
the lot is full 10 per cent. in excess of 
the usual legal requirement for milk as 
sold. 

The records for this issue of the offi 
cial reports came in so fast that it 
seemed best to confine the issue to ordi- 
nary short-time records, and carry over 
to the next issue the records begun not 
less than eight months afier calving, 
and the semi-official long-time records. 
There is nothing sensational reported, 
but just good, solid, substantial every 
day Holstein.Friesian work. Only one 
cow. Lottie Vernon De Kol. 20.26 Ibs. of 
fat from 629.5 lbs. of milk, gains a place 
in the 20-Ib. list. The next best full 
aged cow is Fannie De Kol Hengerveld, 
19.274 lbs. fat from 498.8 Ibs. milk;

BISON RANGE IN MONTANA. 

A permanent national range for the 
American bison is to be established on 
the Flathead Indian Reservation in 
Montana. An appropriation of $380,000 
for the purchase of land, not to exeeed 
12,800 acres, and $10,000 for fencing, 
was made by the last Congress. 

The American Bison Society assumed 
the responsibility of stocking the range 
and quickly raised $10,000, whieh will 
enable it to provide a herd of not less 
than forty buffaloes. These animals 
are being selected by Dr. William T. 
Hornaday, director of the New York 
Zoological Park, who is now in Mon- 
tana for the purpose. 

We hope these eleventh-hour efforts 
to save the American bison from com 
plete extinction will be successful. 
From the countless thousands of buffa- 
loes that only a generation ago covered 
the plains of the West, but a few hun- 
dred now remain. Such a wanton mas- 
sacre as marks their bloody trail is un- 
paralleled in American history, but, be- 
fore it is too late, we hope to be saved 
from the disgrace of having destroved 
another species of our native fauna. 

The energetic measures that are being 
put forth will result in the salvation 
of the bison. Secure in an almost ideal 
resevation and under the watchful pro- 
tection of the government this founda- 
tion herd should increase to such num- 
bers as will remove all danger of ex- 
tinection.—Our Dumb Animals.
